Higher Education Act Grants New Aids 


obtained by the student from some other 
financial aid program, such as scholarships 
from the college, NDEA loans, or state 
or private financial aid programs. Thus, 
in order for a student to receive a $400 
educational opportunity grant, he would 
also have to be receiving $400 from another 
student-aid program. The maximum amount 
of the grant may be increased by $200 for 
the last three years of college for a stu- 
dent ranking in the upper half of his class 
during the preceding year. 

Qualifications 

Once the Commissioner of Education has 
distributed the money antong the interested 
colleges, the colleges themselves will ad- 
minister the grants, selecting the eligible 
students and deciding the amount of the 
grant. To qualify, students must either be 
accepted by a college or be presently en- 
rolled, yet be financially unable to attend 
or to continue without an opportunity grant. 

Loans 

Title IV of the act also provides for 
federally subsidized student loans. The 
Federal Government will aid state and 
private student loan insurance programs 
in underwriting annual loans up to $1,500, 
repayable within five to ten years after 
graduation. For borrowers serving as mem- 


The Higher Education Act of 1965, sign- 
ed into law last month by President John- 
son, grants to education the largest federal 
assistance ever. The new act establishes 
a variety of aids, including the first federal 
scholarship program, funds for improving 
college laboratories and libraries, and as- 
sistance for improving and expanding 
academic facilities. The program also initi- 
ates “National Teaching fellowships” which 
are designed to aid the graduate student 
and junior faculty members while teaching 
at developing institutions. 

Grants 

For students the most important section 
of the act is Title IV: “Student Assistance.” 
In order th&t American families might 
meet the spiraling costs of college educa- 
tion (statisticians estimate a 50 per cent 
rise in tuition within the next decade), the 
Higher Education Act has established 
educational opportunity grants and has 
provided for federally subsidized student 
loans. 

The educational opportunity grants are 
aimed at college students with exceptional 
financial needs — students who otherwise 
would be unable to attend college. Seventy 
million dollars has been authorized for 
these grants for the 1966-67 school year. 

First-year grants will range from $200

Vi President Johnson stated When signing the bill, “This 
legislation ... will open a new door for the young people 
of America.” More correctly, perhaps, the new act only open=, 
ed wider a door which was set swinging over a hundred years 
ago with the passage of the Land Grant Act of 1662. And 
though there are education bills still pending in Congress, it 
seems that the door is now opened nearly as far as it can be. 

Although the ideal of “The Great Society” can never be 
perfectly realized, the Higher Education Act has taken us 
nearer to that goal. With more people educated, and the bill 
certainly has that as its main objective, there will be less 
more scientific development, and higher standards

Embarking upon his third year as a starting 
guard, the Oak Park High School graduate (’62) 
T. C. Crowley has accu mulated 691 points and, barring injury, 
should have a crack at the 1,000 mark, a ledge which has been scaled 
by only a select circle of five. Tom established a career high of 26 
versus St. Cloud State in Alumni Fieldhouse Dec. 18, 1963, and tied it 
Dec. 1 at Indiana University in what ranks in this writer’s memory as 
the most surpreme example of desire for victory without the sacri-, 
fice of sportsmanship. 

The pinnacle of his outstanding effort and the theme of 
the Crowley brothers’ attitude occurred late in the contest. 

Tom had scored 18 points in the first half, almost solely 're- 
sponsible for the 35-35 tie at the time, but became the victim 
of a collapsing zone led by the Hoosiers’ promising sophomore 
guard, Vernon Payne. 

Nevertheless, amidst a lackadaisical crowd on a foreign court, 
Crowley the player scored and assisted; Crowley the sportsman offered 
his hand in congratulations to the same Payne who fouled out in his 
attempt to defense the Puma co-captain. 

Such displays are not uncommon for the Crowley brothers, nor 
for the men who privilege themselves for being their teammates. Nor 
are they demonstrations of valor for valor’s sake. This is simply the 
way Mr. and Mrs. James F. Crowley taught their sons to compete. 

Saint Joseph’s College is the benefactor of their ability and dis- 
position, and truly it can be said of the Crowley brothers that the 
institution is a better place today because they chose to' reciprocally 
trade their humanitarianism for an education here.

Saint Joseph’s Pumas celebrat- 
ed the 24th Anniversary of the 
dedication of Alumni Fieldhouse 
by wiping out the old Fieldhouse 
record for most points scored in 
a single game. The victims were 
the Redbirds of Illinois State 
(Normal) — smothered 'by a count 
of 117-82. The old mark was 112 
totaled against Marian Feb. 27, 
1960, while the all-time mark of 
114 (versus Goodland in 1909) 
and the modern mark of 113 
(Versus Bunker Hill AFB Jan.
